Yesterday afternoon at about 
2:30 o’clock Mr. Trainer sent Langley 
to the .Citizens’ National bank to de­ 
posit $90. 
The boy had been entrusted 
in tile same manner a number of times 
and Mr. Trainer had ail confidence in 
him. but when 8:15 arrived and he had 
not returned from his errand, his em­ 
ployer began to fear something had 
happened, and started in search of the 
boy, going first to the bank 
There he 
found that the boy had not made his 
appearance. 
Still not suspecting the 
truth, Mr. Trainer applied to Officer 
Dawson for aid.

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Columbus, O., May 7.—[Special.]— 
The closing week of a legislature is 
generally the most exciting, the most 
likely to create ill feeling. 
It is then 
that the rush of 
members to push 
through belated 
bills 
comes, while 
hungry constituents hang on and urge 
action. This week promises to be no 
exception to the rule. There has sel­ 
dom 
been a session when a larger 
number of important measures were 
hanging fire five days before final ad­ 
journm ent 
Probably the bill which 
will cause the liveliest discussion and 
provoke the bitterest feeling is the 
measure by Painter, to lease the banks 
of the cana4> for railroad purposes for 
periods of 99 years, and upon the rec­ 
ommendation of a commision compos­ 
ed of the governor, auditor and attor­ 
ney general. 
For more than a week 
powerful lobbies have been filling the 
halls of the legislature, both for and 
against the measure, and for the first 
time the breath of possible scandal 
has been felt. 
The opponents of the 
bill, in their eagerness to defeat it, 
have claimed and somewhat 
openly 
spread the story about 
that money 
was being offered by the bill’s friends 
to secure votes. 
On the other hand, 
the advocates of the measure 
have 
pointed the finger of suspicion at those 
against it, and declared that they were 
likewise 
endeavoring 
to 
secure 
strength by the use of good sized rolls 
of treasury notes. But in all this no 
direct charge ha3 been made, and no 
man has been pointed out as the one 
to whom a bribe was given. One mem­ 
ber declared that if he supported the 
bill intimation of a reward in the way 
of professional services had been giv­ 
en him, but he confessed that no open 
offer had been made, and that the in­ 
timation came from an irresponsible 
lobbyist, whose code of morals is none 
too high. 
While perhaps there have 
been indirect offers 
made 
now and 
then, the entire talk is largely the out­ 
come of the overwrought feelings of 
those interested in the measure and 
working either for or against its pas­ 
sage. 
Speaker McKinnon 
has 
plainly 
shown how strong an advocate of the 
bill lie is, and this comes 
probably 
from a desire to, in some little way, 
repay Mr. Painter for the service he 
gave in McKinnon’s behalf during the 
speakership fight at the opening of the 
session. Several times during the past 
few’ days, when the opponents of the 
bill, seeing a light house present, have 
believed that to bring 
it up would 
mean its 
defeat, the 
speaker 
has 
strained parliamentary 
law 
to 
the 
limit and refused a motion, made in 
accordance with the code, for its con­ 
sideration. The result of this has been 
to incur the ill will of the Democrats, 
and some of the Republicans. 
Yet it 
has shown that McKinnon is a giate- 
ful man, and loyal to those who were 
loyal to him. 
Representative Price of Athens has 
been leading the fight 
against 
the 
measure somewhat, perhaps from the 
fact that Painter Introduced it, and 
Painter opposed bim for speaker. 
In 
fact, the entire matter 
savors 
too 
much of a reflection of the bitter con­ 
test for presiding officer of the house 
at the opening of the session. 
• a • 
Another matter which yet remains 
unsettled is that of redistricting, but 
the outcome of this is hardly prob­ 
lematical. There seems no likelihood 
of the house and senate coming to ­ 
gether on the matter and agreeing as 
to the proper changes to 
be 
made. 
Therefore the only thing left is to ad­ 
journ without the passage of any bill, 
which of itself leaves the districts as 
they are. 
Several ways are open by 
which districts might be changed, but 
they seem remote. The senate might 
concur in the house amendment to the 
Patterson bill, making Franklin coun­ 
ty a district by itself, and attaching 
Fairfield county to the Eleventh dis­ 
trict, represented 
by General 
Gros­ 
venor; the house might reconsider the 
Burnham bill, which it has once de­ 
feated and which has 
already been 
passed by the senate, changing 
the 
Twelfth and Third districts, and both 
branches might take up and adopt the 
Guerin 
measure, 
which 
completely 
changes the congressional complezion 
of the state and seeks to gratify the 
ambitions of a number of men. 
Of 
these 
three 
possibilities 
the 
most 
likely one is that of the senate's con­ 
currence in the house amendment to 
the 
Patterson 
bill, changing the 
Twelfth district alone, but there is lit­ 
tle hope of even this being done, and 
by far the more probable thing is ad­ 
journment without 
the adoption of 
any measure, thus leaving the districts 
unchanged.

The 
legislature 
fortunately has 
turned its face against lipper enact­ 
ments, of which too much has already 
been passed. Several bills of this char­ 
acter have been turned down during 
the past few days, and others wUch 


are to come up show little hope of get­ 
ting through. The party leaders have 
declared that it must stop, and the 
members have concurred. It is doubt 
lul lf another measure of this charac­ 
id will get through, there even being 
doubt as to the senate concurring in 
the slight house amendments to the 
Longworth board of review bill, which 
abolishes boards of equalization and 
places their powers in a board of re­ 
view, appointed by the state board of 
assessors and appraisers. 
• • • 
Another measure of such a charac­ 
ter has likewise been indefinitely post­ 
poned by the senate and will probably 
not come up again this session. This 
is the bill providing that in the ap­ 
pointment of members of city boards 
of elections the mayor must 
follow 
the recommendations of the control­ 
ling committees of the two 
parties. 
While the bill was general in char­ 
acter, it was particularly 
aimed 
at 
Mayor Tom Johnson of Cleveland, and 
was one of the several put in to cur­ 
tail his power. Now that it has been 
postponed another bill is being drawn 
which will be introduced by Mr. Pat­ 
terson. This latter bill applies only to 
the cities of Cleveland. Cincinnati, Co­ 
lumbus, Toledo and Dayton. 
It pro­ 
vides for the appointment of the 
boards in exactly the same way as did 
its predecessor, but there is this dif­ 
ference: In case of a contest between 
tw’o committees of the same party as 
to which is in control and should be 
recognized, the power 
to 
decide is 
placed in the hands of the chairman 
of the state central committee. In the 
first bill this power was vested with 
the secretary of state, and m at was 
one of 
the 
chief 
objection 
raised 
against it. 
Tile new bill, if passed, 
would go into effect immediately upon 
its enactment, and would result in the 
present boards of elections 
in 
the 
cities affected being ousted. 
•

Mr. Pollock of Stark lias introduced 
a bill in the house authorizing 
the 
commissioners of Stark county to is­ 
sue $175,000 in bonds, if agreed to by 
the people at an election, the money 
to be used in tho erection of a McKin­ 
ley memorial bridge, the w'ork to be 
done under the direction of the com­ 
missioners and three trustees appoint­ 
ed by the common pleas court of the 
county. It is the purpose of the peo­ 
ple of the late president’s hom.e coun­ 
ty to thus pay tribute to his memory 
in a way peculiarly their own, and 
with no assistance from those outside 
who w’ould gladly share in the 
ex­ 
pense.

The 
legislature, in common with 
legislative 
bodies 
and 
assemblies 
everywhere, has taken a shot at the 
beef trust through a bill introduced 
in the house by Mr. Tenny of Miami 
county and drawn by Judge Barnhart 
of Columbus. The measure authorizes 
the appointment of beef inspectors by 
city councils, and no beef shall be sold 
until it has first been inspected by this 
official. A fine of from $10 to $200 is 
provided for a violation of this rule.

A bill has been introduced by Mp. 
Mauck of Lawrence which

most 
commendable and creates wonderment 
as to why it has never been intro­ 
duced and voted on before. It provides 
that townships and wards, whenever 
the need is apparent, may be divided 
into as many voting precincts as are 
needed without legislative enactment. 
This will not only save the legislature 
much work each session in the pas­ 
sage of these purely local measures, 
but it will often

without being forced to wait until the I 
general assembly 
meets. 
The 
bill 
passed the house under a suspension 
of rules, and will undoubtedly be act­ 
ed upon in the senate with equal dis­ 
patch and good favor.

During all the talk about cheaper 
railroad fares and the need of a re­ 
duction it remained for Mr. Myers of 
Montgomery to figure out that inter­ 
urban roads are asking too much. He 
has figured it out that these roads can 
be run at a profit and not charge to 
exceed one and a half cents per mile 
for each passenger. Therefore, he has 
introduced a bill to that effect, which 
is now awaiting action in the house. 
It is doubtful if it will pass there, and 
the chances are not promising of its 
ever reaching the senate.

Columbus, O., May 7.—[Special.] 
The closing week of a legislature is 
generally the most exciting, the most 
likely to create ill feeling. 
It is then 
that the rush of 
members to push 
through belated 
bills 
conies, while 
hungry constituents hang on and urge 
action. 
This week promises to be no 
exception to the rule. There has sel­ 
dom 
been a session when a large’r 
number of important measures were 
hanging fire five days before final ad­ 
journment. 
Probably the bill which 
will cause the liveliest discussion and 
provoke the 
bitterest feeling is the 
measure by Painter, to lease the banks 
of the canak for railroad purposes for 
periods of 99 years, and upon tile rec­ 
ommendation of a commision compos­ 
ed of the governor, auditor and attor­ 
ney general. 
For more than a week 
powerful lobbies have been filling the 
halls of the legislature, both for and 
against the measure, and for the first 
time the breath of possible scandal 
has been felt. 
The opponents of the 
bill, in their eagerness to defeat it, 
have claimed and somewhat 
openly 
spread the story about 
that money 
was being offered by the bill’s friends 
to secure votes. 
On the other hand, 
the advocates of the measure 
have 
pointed the finger of suspicion at those 
against it, and declared that they were 
likewise 
endeavoring 
to 
secure 
strength by the use of good sized rolls 
of treasury notes. 
But in all this no 
direct charge ha3 been mane, and no 
man has been pointed out as the one 
to whom a bribe was given. One mem­ 
ber declared that if he supported the 
bill intimation of a reward in the way 
of professional services had been giv­ 
en him, but he confessed that no open 
offer had been made, and that the in­ 
timation came from an irresponsible 
lobbyist, whose code of morals is none 
too high. 
While perhaps there have 
been indirect offers 
made 
now and 
then, the entire talk is largely the out­ 
come of the overwrought feelings of 
those interested in the measure and 
working either for or against its pas­ 
sage. 
Speaker McKinnon 
has 
plainly 
shown how strong an advocate of the 
bill he is. and this comes 
probably 
from a desire to, in some little way, 
repay Mr. Painter for the service he 
gave in McKinnon’s behalf during the 
speakership fight at the opening of the 
session. Several times during the past 
few- days, when the opponents of the 
bill, seeing a light house present, have 
believed that to bring 
it up would 
mean its 
defeat, the 
speaker 
has 
strained parliamentary 
law- 
to 
the 
limit and refused a motion, made in 
accordance with the code, for its con­ 
sideration. The result of this has been 
to incur the ill will of the Democrats, 
and some of the Republicans. 
Yet it 
has shown that McKinnon is a grate­ 
ful man, and loyal to those who were 
loyal to him. 
Representative Price of Athens has 
been leading the fight 
against 
the 
measure somewhat, perhaps from the 
fact that Painter introduced it, and 
Painter opposed him for speaker. 
In 
fact, the entire matter 
savors 
too 
much of a reflection of the bitter con­ 
test for presiding officer of the house 
at the opening of the session. 
• • * 
Another matter which yet remains 
unsettled is that of redistricting, but 
the outcome of this is hardly prob­ 
lematical. There seems no likelihood 
of the house and senate coming to ­ 
gether on the matter and agreeing as 
to the proper changes to 
be 
made. 
Therefore the only thing left is to ad­ 
journ without the passage of any bill, 
which of itself leaves the districts as 
they are. 
Several ways are open by 
which districts might be changed, but 
they seem remote. 
The senate might 
concur in the house amendment to the 
Patterson bill, making Franklin coun­ 
ty a district by itself, and attaching 
Fairfield county to the Eleventh dis­ 
trict, represented 
by General 
Gros­ 
venor; the house might reconsider the 
Burnham bill, which it has once de­ 
feated and which has 
already been 
passed by the senate, changing 
the 
Twelfth and Third districts, and both 
branches might take up and adopt the 
Guerin 
measure, 
which 
completely 
changes the congressional complezion 
of the state and seeks to gratify the 
ambitions of a number of men. 
Of 
these 
three 
possibilities 
the 
most 
likely one is that of the senate’s con­ 
currence in the house amendment to 
the 
Patterson 
hill, 
changing 
the 
Twelfth district alone, but there is lit­ 
tle hope of even this being done, and 
by far the more probable thing is ad­ 
journment without 
the 
adoption of 
any measure, thus leaving the districts 
unchanged. 
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are to come up show little hope of get­ 
ting through. The party leaders have 
declared that it must stop, and the 
members have concurred. It is doubi 
fill if another measure of this charac- 
l r will get through, there even being 
doubt as to the senate concurring in 
the slight house amendments to the 
Longworth board of review bill, which 
abolishes boards of equalization and 
places their powers in a board of re­ 
view, appointed by the state board of 
assessors and appraisers. 
• • • 
Another measure of such a charac­ 
ter has likewise been indefinitely post­ 
poned by the senate and will probably 
not come up again this session. This 
is the bill providing that in the ap­ 
pointment of members of city boards 
of elections the mayor must 
follow 
the recommendations of the control­ 
ling committees of the two 
parties. 
While the bill was general in char­ 
acter, it was particularly 
aimed 
at 
Mayor Tom Johnson of Cleveland, and 
was one of the several put in to cur­ 
tail his power. Now that it has been 
postponed another bill is being drawn 
which will be introduced by Mr. Pat­ 
terson. This latter bill applies only to 
the cities of Cleveland. Cincinnati, Co­ 
lumbus, Toledo and Dayton. 
It pro­ 
vides for the appointment of tho 
boards in exactly the same way as did 
its predecessor, but there is this dif­ 
ference: In case of a contest between 
two committees of the same party as 
to which is in control and should be 
recognized, the power 
to 
decide is 
placed in the hands of the chairman 
of the state central committee. In the 
first bill this power was vested with 
the secretary of state, and m at was 
one of 
the 
chief 
objection 
raised 
against it. 
Tile new bill, if passed, 
would go into effect immediately upon 
its enactment, and would result in the 
present boards of elections 
in

cities affected being ousted.

Hon. Ii. W. Tayler’s speech of ac­ 
ceptance at tho Alliance convention 
was largely devoted to a eulogy of the 
late President McKinley. As might be 
expected, it was an able and scholarly 
address, with the ring of sincerity In 
every word. 
An extract 
shows 
the 
tenor of the whole speech, which may 
well be classed as one of the ablest 
of the many memorial tributes: 
"The 
Blore we think of McKinley the nearer 
we approach to a sense of his exceed­ 
ing simplicity 
of 
character. 
There 
were about him no frills or make-be­ 
lieves. 
He had not an atom of mys­ 
tery in his mind or in his movements. 
He was open as the day. He had no 
secrets from the world. Any discrimi­ 
nating friend might 
always 
predict 
what he would do In any given Junc­ 
ture. And that sentiment all the coun­ 
try shared. The frenzied and hysteri­ 
cal might rave and importune, but the 
great body of the people went on se­ 
renely with their daily toil and their 
several enterprises, 
sure 
that 
the 
steadfast man in 
the 
white house 
would do the right thing in the right 
way and that all would be well. Such 
is the saving value of a nature so well 
and serenely poised, and so bedded 
In the everlasting rock of stable good 
sense. If I rightly apprehend the life 
which McKinley lived and the princi­ 
ples for which he stood, I think that 
now more than ever we need to study 
and to follow them.”

ALIENS MUST GET 
NEW CERTIFICATES 


NATURALIZATION 
PAPERS 
BY 
PROBATE COURTS INVALID. 


The Recent Decision of Judge 
Wing 
Disqualified 
Many 
Voters. 


Lisbon, May 7. — ( S p e c i a l The 
naturalization papers issued by Judge 
Boone and all other probate 
judges 
are void and will have to 
be 
done 
over again. Judge Wing, of the Uni­ 
ted States district court, so declares. 
This means that many persons sup­ 
posed to be naturalized are not legally 
citizens, and therefore not entitled to 
vote. 
The judge held that a court, in order 
to issue citizenship papers, must have 
a clerk. 
By clerk is meant an officer 
independent of the judge, as the clerk 
oi court of common pleas. The probate 
judge has no clerk, he being ex-officio 
clerk. This duty will hereafter fall on 
Clerk McNutt.

THOROUGHLY CHINESE. 


C anton Im One o f th e O ldest C lite* 
In th e W orld . 
Canton, the capital of the province 
of Kwangtung, has a population of 
about 2,000,000 and is one of the oldest 
cities in the world, and until the port 
of Hongkong was opened it was the 
export city of the empire. 
Its old 
wails and fortifications, with their old 
guns, are all now’ obsolete and entirely 
neglected, remaining only as monu­ 
ments of departed ages. 
They have 
never been of service except as warn­ 
ing of danger to an invading foe and 
no doubt bad the desired effect until 
the last Ila lf century. 
Canton is said to be absolutely and 
thoroughly Chinese, and there is no 
other city in the empire that is more so. 
There it exists today, with its narrow 
streets, its old temples, its wealth, its 
extreme poverty and its peculiarly 
constructed buildings, and when one- 
considers the habits and customs of It* 
people and their achievements in the 
arts so characteristic of that country, 
its ancient history so resplendent cen­ 
turies ago, unless that history is a fa­ 
ble, and sees there now so much that 
is filthy and repugnant to common de­ 
cency and 
civilization 
the 
present 
state of the country needs but to be­ 
seen to be condemned.

When an attack is made upon our country and our territory is 
invaded, it is our duty to rise to the rescue, no matter how wan­ 
tonly we may have provoked the war in tho first instance, no matter 
how unjust the objects for which hostilities were begun.

It is an ethical passion. 
To defend it is to raise the hand in order to 
avert a blow aimed against the whole body.

By Dr. FELIX ADLER of the Ethical Culture Society 


KUENTUY a general in tho United States army de­ 
clared that those persons who condemned the war in 
the Philippines ought to bo hanged because they were

Ile loves beat his country who seeks to per­ 


su a d e her from doing a wrong, 
bloodshed, horrible 
as it is, is not the greatest evil. 


IT IS TREASON BY DISCUSSION TO RAISE DISSENSION W HEN 
OUR COUNTRY'S LIFE IS IM PERILED. 
IT IS NOT TREASON TO 
CONDEMN A WAR OF AGGRESSION OR ANY WAR TH A T DOES 
NOT TOUCH TH E NATIONAL EXISTENCE. 


When an uttack is made upon our country and our territory is 
invaded, it is our duty to rise to the rescue, no matter how wan­ 
tonly wo may have provoked tile war in tho first instance, no matter 
how unjust the objects for which hostilities were begun. 
Tho love of one’s country is not a mere instinct of gregariousness. 
It is an ethical passion. 
To defend it is to raise the hand in order to 
avert a blow aimed against the whole body. 
And if the discussion of 
tho primary objects of a war tends to break the force of national 
defense, tends to create disruption at a time when unity is essential 
to salvation, then it may be treason to raise tho question as to the 
justice of a war when that war is still in progress.

Treason is defined as levying war against the United States and 
adhering to its enemies, giving them aid and comfort,’ and the 
question may he asked, Do not those who in their public utterances 
condemn tho war and express sympathy for the aspirations of tho 
Philippine people adhere to the enemy? 
Is there any question, for 
instance, that tho person who should send rides and cartridges to 
tho Filipinos or should supply them with money, being a citizen of 
the United States, would he guilty of treason? 
It seems to mo a strange perversity of intellect which fails to 
distinguish between the two instances. 
Ile who gives material aid, 
lie who gives rifles, cartridges and money, to those who are engaged 
in war with his country gives them power which they may use for 
any object they please, good or evil, and he has not control over tho 
manner in which they use it. 
But lie whose sole aim it is to prevent 
his country from doing a wrong adheres to his country and not to 
his country’s foes.

Curley. 
When he left the 
house Bishop Potter said:

appreciated and those who are not ap­ 
preciated. 
Archbishop Corrigan was 
one of the latter. 
He was undoubted 
ly one of the brainiest men of his 
communion, and in my personal rel i- 
tion with him he was always delight­ 
ful and entertaining.

Columbus, May 7.—(Special)—The 
house and senate attended to business 
in a perfunctory way Tuesday. 
The 
general appropriation 
bill was 
not 
reached in the senate as was expected. 
It will undoubtedly come 
up today. 
The senate made laws of a number of 
measures. 
Among them was the Mc­ 
Kinnon bill providing for an official 
flag for Ohio. The emblem is the one 
which was used over the Ohio building 
at the Buffalo exposition. 
The bill providing for a board of 
examiners for horseshoers was recon­ 
sidered and made a law. 
It was de­ 
feated last week. 
The Brannock bill, 
giving additional authority to the state 
fire marshal and 
his 
deputies 
was 
made a 
law'. 
Unlimited 
inquisition 
powers are conferred upon them. They 
may investigate the causes of all fires, 
call in witnesses and papers and fine 
and imprison witnesses who refuse to 
testify. There is no appeal and wit­ 
nesses may be kept in jail until they 
are ready to talk. 
Senator Patterson introduced a bill 
abolishing city 
boards 
of elections 
and providing for the appointment of 
boards by the mayor upon recommen­ 
dation of the party committees. The 
purpose of the bill is to place election 
boards on a non-partisan basis. 
The 
Jones bill, abolishing arc lights at 
grade crossings, was also passed. The 
railroads claim these lights cause ac 
cidents. 
A great many local bills were passed 
in the house and senate-. 
The senate 
made a law of an amendment to the 
Metzger road law which applies to Co­ 
lumbiana and Stark counties so as to 
enable township trustees and county 
commissioners to reach an agreement 
as to improvement of roads. 
The Painter bill to lease the banks 
of the canals to the railroads, failed 
to materialize Tuesday, as was expect­ 
ed. 
It does not seem probable that 
it will pass. 
Some night sessions may 
be held this week in order to get the 
calendars cleared of local measures 
It is likely one will be held Saturday 
night so that Monday, the time of ad 
journment. may be given over to hilar­ 
ity, speechmaklng, farewells, etc. 
The case of William A. 
Johns, of 
Youngstown, the Spanish war veteran

parole, will be acted upon this after­ 
noon by the penitentiary managers.

Hughes to their respective commit­ 
tees. 
Secretary Thomas J. Duffy read his 
report as delegate to the national con­ 
vention of the American Federation 
of 
Labor. 
Its 
deliberations, 
Mr. 
Duffy said in his report, were both in­ 
teresting and instructive, the meas­ 
ures passed being important, covering 
matters which concern 
mostly 
the 
welfare of the labor moveme nt. 
Mr. Duffy said that the organization 
had added 35,000 recruits during the 
past year and this gain was supple­ 
mented by greater gains in the wages 
and the condition of the wage-earner 
throughout the country. “But we are 
also reminded,” said Mr. Duffy in his 
report, “that there are yet many work­ 
men outside the ranks of organized 
labor and many deplorable conditions 
to be overcome.” 
in conclusion the report read as fol­ 
lows: 
“There are some defects in the sys­ 
tem upon which the American Feder­ 
ation of Labor is built, 
and 
while 
some of its plans at times miscarry. 
it is doing incalculable good in behalf 
of the wage-earners. 
Therefore my 
earnest wish is that it will prosper 
In its work and in this I hope our or­ 
ganization will be ready to assist." 
The afternoon’s session 
was de­ 
voted to the reception of further res­ 
olutions. Two of the resolutions were 
passed after but little discussion. The 
first provides for the employment of 
no apprentice printers when a jour­ 
neyman can be provided. 
The other advises the formation of a 
uniform price list in the decorating 
department in branches which are not 
covered in the present list. 
These 
branches 
comprise 
the 
flllers-in, 
liners, gilders and decalcomania work­ 
ers. The resolution calls for no spe­ 
cial prices to be fixed but leaves the 
m atter entirely in the hands of a com­ 
mittee after it has investigated the 
conditions in the different shops. 
In all 62 resolutions were presented 
in the afternoon and referred to their 
respective committees, which will re­ 
port today. 
There are many resolutions yet to 
be offered. Among them is the prop­ 
osition of the sanitary workers for a 
more uniform list for the manufac­ 
ture of specialties.

The sir,a11 building known as the 
Bradshaw school house was sold at

board of education, and it is quite like­ 
ly that in the future the building will 
be used as a 
Mormon church. The 
building was purchased by George Y. 
Travis for $372. 
At the start 
there 
were five bidders for the building, but

The conditions of the sale are that 
the building must be paid tor within 
five days, and that it must be removed 
from its present location 
within

For more than a week 
powerful lobbies have been filling the 
halls of the legislature, both for and 
against the measure, and for the first 
time the breath of possible scandal 
has been felt.

If I rightly apprehend the life 
which McKinley lived and the princi­ 
ples for which he stood, I think that 
now more than ever we need to study 
and to follow them.*'

men outside the ranks of organized 
labor and many deplorable conditions 
to be overcome." 
In conclusion the report read as fol­ 
lows: 
"T here are some defects in the sys­ 
tem upon which the Am erican F e d er­ 
ation of Labor is built 
and 
while 
some of its plans at tim es m iscarry. 
it is doing incalculable good in behalf 
of th** wage-oarner*. 
T herefore my 
earnest wish is th a t it will prosper 
In its work and in this I hope our o r­ 
ganization will be ready to assist.” 
The 
afternoon’s 
session 
was 
de­ 
voted to the reception of fu rth er res­ 
olutions. 
Two of tile resolutions were 
passed after but little discussion. The 
first provides for th** em ploym ent of 
no apprentice printers when a jour­ 
neym an can he provided. 
The o th er advisee the formation of a 
uniform price list in the decorating 
dep artm en t in branches which are not 
covered in the present list. 
These 
branches 
com prise 
the 
flllersin, 
liners, gilders and decalcom ania w ork­ 
ers. Th** resolution calls for no spe 
elal prices to he fixed but leaves the 
m a tter entirely in the hands of a com 
m ittoe afte r it has investigated the 
conditions in th e different shops.
